A difficult, unpleasant or embarrassing, 
sometimes comical situation from which it 
is hard to extricate oneself; an unfortunate, 
perplexing or trying condition; a tight spot. 
From the Greek word meaning a sfafe 
of being, related to predict. Synonyms: 
plight, quagmire, quandary. Types: box, 
corner - a predicament from which a 
skillful or graceful escape is impossible; 
hot water - a dangerous or distressing 
predicament; difficuity - a condition 
almost beyond one’s ability to deal with, 
and requiring great effort to bear.
